A unique collection of Easter porcelain eggs, bearing 
the cypher of the late Russian Empress and Imperial 
Crown, they are products of the Imperial Porcelain 
Factory in St. Petersburg, now not in existence, and 
were made to order of the late Emperor of Russia, in 
1914, for the purpose of distributing the same to the 
wounded soldiers of all ranks and Red Cross Nurses 
by the members of the Imperial Family during the 
Easters. Actually they were distributed only during 
the Easter of 1916, as in the next year the revolution 
came, and all these eggs were destroyed by the revolu- 
tionary hooligans. The eggs have never been made 
for sale, and now practically unobtainable. Large eggs, 
decorated in colours were given to ladies, large white 
eggs with cyphers of the members of the Imperial 
Family to the Officers and similar ones, but smaller, 
to the privates
